The public is being 
given a chance to 
weigh in on five possi¬ 
ble design concepts 
for the Peace Bridge 
Expansion Project. 

On Thursday, the 
Peace Bridge 

Authority (PBA) 

kicked off its series of 
open houses on the 
Canadian side of the 
border, following the 
same event held in the 
U.S., also asking for 
public input on what 
the bridge should look 
like and answering 
questions about how 
neighbouring areas 
will be impacted. 

One resident who 
could be found at the 


open house was Bruce 
White. He said he was 
interested in attend¬ 
ing to see what the 
choices were and 
evaluate what he feels 
is the right choice. Of 
all the five design con¬ 
cepts, he said there 

problem with and 
feels all of them are 
appropriate for the 
project. 

"I'm pleased with all 
of them and none of 
them are objection¬ 
able," said White. 

"Let's get building," 
he added. 

Jay Rohleder, senior 
vice-president of 
FIGG-Menn, the engi¬ 
neering group respon¬ 
sible for conceptualiz¬ 
ing the bridge design, 
said the response at 
the open houses on 
the American side of 
the Niagara River were 
very successful.

A tremendous amount of 
input was heard by those who 
visited. Although the Canadian 
open houses have just begun, 
he said the response so far has¬ 
n't been any different and peo¬ 
ple are being receptive to what 
is explained to them and aren't 
hesitating to vocalize their 
thoughts on the project.

houses, saying "the response 
has been very good so far." 

He anticipates the open 
houses in Fort Erie will bring 
out similar numbers and hopes 
people can see what is being 
done to address environmental 
concerns that have been heavi¬ 
ly analyzed and discussed since 
the cable stay bridge that was 
determined to be too tall was 
dropped for consideration. 

The public will be given until 
Feb. 22nd to submit comments, 
which will then be forwarded 
the appropriate environmental 
agencies on both sides of the 
border. 

"Those comments will help 
inform the agencies as to what 
the preferred option should 
be," said Rienas. 

A final environmental impact 
study will then be completed 
and submitted to the Town of 
Fort Erie and the City of Buffalo. 
Once approved by both munic¬ 
ipalities, a final record of deci¬ 
sion is required by the Federal 
Highway Administration.

Opposition to the Town of 
Fort Erie's private-public 
partnership with Burlington- 
based developer the 
Molinaro Group is now being 
voiced through a recently- 
formed community coalition 
who plans to mount a legal 
challenge if the proposal to 
build a 12-storey condomini¬ 


building on the south 
side of Erie Road in Crystal 
Beach is approved. In the 
proposal, there are plans for 
87 residences within the 
building and at last Monday's 
council meeting a report was 
approved for informational 
purposes to amend a zoning 
by-law, moving one step 
closer to the meeting of 
March 1st, where council will 
decide whether or not to 
move ahead with the project. 


The group, consisting of local 
businesses, organizations an 
property owners is referring 
to itself as the Fort Erie 
Waterfront Preservation 
Association and opposes the 
idea of the condo building 
along the waterfront in 
Crystal Beach. 

Eric Gillespie, who ran for 
MPP in this riding in the 2007 
provincial election for the 
New Democratic Party will 
be providing legal counsel 


for the association and feels 
the proposed site is not suit¬ 
able for this type of develop- 

"A private twelve storey 
tower on waterfront property 
that belongs to the public is 
simply not acceptable. 
Amongst many other con¬ 
cerns, the scale of the build¬ 
ing is totally inappropriate 
for an intimate waterfront 
cottage community," said 
Gillespie. 


Mayor Doug Martin said 
the Town "has not yet made a 
decision" but will be doing so 
at the March 1st meeting. He 
said there is a lot of confu¬ 
sion in the community about 
the scope of the proposed 
development and how it will 
impact the area, saying the 
beach lands on the property 
will remain in public hands 
and won't result in limited 
access for those who visit the 
local jewel. 


When the Town pur¬ 
chased the 4.6 acre property 
from the Rebstock family in 
2001 for $2.05 million, it was 
intended to bring the beach 
more into the hands of the 
public and later sell a portion 
of it to recoup some of the 
local government's invest-

Speedway completes another lap 


The Canadian Motor 
Speedway has finished anoth¬ 
er lap, due to support from the 


public works meeting 
on Tuesday, the Niagara 
Region carried its final recom¬ 
mendation report, approving 
the Town of Fort Erie's 
amendment to its official plan 
along with the Region's policy 
plan amendment. The next 
step for the regional govern¬ 
ment will be to officially rub¬ 
ber stamp these amendments 
through by-law on Feb 11th. 
Once this is done, there will be 
an appeal period of 20 days 
where individuals or specid- 
interest groups have the 
opportunity to contact the 
Ontario Municipal Board, 
asking for a reversal on the 
decisions made by the munic¬ 


ipal and regional govem- 

"After that, we'll see what 
happens,” said the Region's 
director of development serv¬ 
ices Peter Colosimo. 

He said these recent steps 
are to move forward with the 
policy direction for the project 
and the next of many steps will 
be to approve zoning for the 
facility. Other approvals that 
need to be given include envi¬ 
ronmental testings by the 
Niagara Peninsula 

Conservation Authority, the 


Ministry of Environment and 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources. Approvals for serv- 

also need to be given the green 
light, along with a noise study 
paid for by the applicants that 
needs to be evaluated by the 
regional government. 

The Canadian Motor 
Speedway is proposed to be 
built on 823 acres of land 
between Bowen and Gilmore 
Roads, seat 65,000 fans and 
include a one mile oval course 
and a 2.5 mile road course.

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Bay Beach votes to work around councillor’s vacation

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
will be able to enjoy his vaca¬ 
tion and weigh in on an 
important local issue. 

At Monday's council meet¬ 
ing, Steckley made a motion 
to adjust the schedule of 


when a by-law will be pre¬ 
sented on the Town and 
Molinaro Group's private- 
public partnership to erect a 
12-storey condominium 
building on the south side of 
Erie Road at Bay Beach. The 
report that will allow council 
to either move ahead or dis¬ 
continue the partnership will 
be presented by staff on 
March 1st. If the report is 
approved, a by-law was 
scheduled to be presented to 
council on March 8th, requir¬ 
ing Steckley to fly back into 


town from Florida at his own 
expense, right in the middle 
of his vacation. His original 
request was to have the by¬ 
law brought forward on 
March 22nd, but instead 
council voted in favour of 
debating the report and by¬ 
law all in the same meeting 
on March 1st 

"It didn't look like there was 
any support for that and this 
is the second-best option I 
guess," Steckley said after the 
meeting. 

Steckley has opposed the 


sistently at council meetings. 

"It has been a passionate 
issue for every member of 
council, including myself," 


Since deliberations began 
on the development propos¬ 
al, Steckley and Ward 6 Coun. 
Ann-Marie Noyes have been 
the only two members of 
council to say they do not 
support the project for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. Since opinions 


about the 
issue have been heard thor¬ 
oughly by councillors, 
Steckley said he isn't sure if 
his comments opposing the 
project will bring any results 
but he still wants to be a part 
of the entire process. 

"At this point in time, it 
doesn't look like my vote is 
going to count for anything... 
but with that being said, I still 
want to be there and have my 
say," said Steckley. 

The report will also be 
made available for members 


of council ten days before the 
meeting, and seven days 
before the meeting for mem¬ 
bers of the public on the Town 
of Fort Erie's website. 

Mayor Doug Martin voted 
in favour of sticking with the 
original schedule, but after 
the meeting said he doesn't 
have any issues with how 
things worked out. 

"I have no problem with 
doing it as we agreed to 
because in this case, it doesn't 
delay the process. In fact, it 
expedites the process.” 


Buffalo Sabres and Peace Bridge Authority head to overtime with NEXUS 


The Buffalo Sabres and the 
Peace Bridge Authority 
(PBA) are making some off¬ 
ice plays together. 

At a press conference held 
in the PBA's board room on 
Monday, it was announced 
NEXUS lanes will remain 
open until midnight on for all 
of the National Hockey 
League (NHL) team's home 
games at the HSBC Arena. 
Also during the International 
Ice Hockey Federation 
(IIHF)'s World Junior Hockey 
Championship, to be held at 
the HSBC Arena in Buffalo, 
NEXUS lanes will remain 


open for at least two hours 
following the conclusion of 
the last games, for each of the 
11 days the tournament will 
be played. Under the juris¬ 
diction of Canada Border 
Services Agency (CBSA), this 
extension of hours will allow 
for hockey fans who are cur¬ 
rent NEXUS users to cross 
the border more easily fol¬ 
lowing games and will hope¬ 
fully encourage new mem¬ 
bership, says PBA chairman 
Anthony Annunziata. 

"An efficient, smooth flow¬ 
ing border is critical to the 
prosperity of the binational 
region and organizations like 
the Buffalo Sabres that add 
so much to the quality of the 
area. The CBSA is to be com¬ 


mended for their commit¬ 
ment to improve the func¬ 
tionality of the border and to 
ensure that not only Sabres 
games but also major events 
like the World Junior 
Championship can be 
attended and enjoyed with¬ 
out the border being an 
impediment,” he said. 

The NEXUS program 
allows for pre-screened trav¬ 
ellers to be processed by bor¬ 
der officers at dedicated 
lanes, allowing for less ques¬ 
tioning from customs and 
immigration. The goal of the 
program is to strike the right 
balance between enhanced 
security and faster, more effi¬ 
cient travel between the U.S. 
and Canada. 


Managing partner and 
minority owner of the Sabres 
Larry Quinn said the NHL 
team sees plenty of Canadian 
fans at home games and 
hopes they will take advan¬ 
tage of the program. He said 
it will not only be convenient 
for the rest of the NHL season 
but also when the IIHF tour¬ 
nament hits the ice in 
December, considering 
approximately 60,000 tickets 
have been sold to Canadian 
fans so far. 

"Many of our fans regularly 
come to the HSBC Arena 
from southern Ontario and 
we are encouraging them to 
take advantage of the NEXUS 
program to make their trip as 
comfortable as possible," he 


"The extended hours of the 
NEXUS lanes will be even 
more valuable next 
December when the World 
Junior Championship comes 
to Buffalo, as we anticipate a 
high volume of fans attend¬ 
ing every day from the south¬ 
ern Ontario market" 
Individuals may qualify to 
participate in NEXUS if they 


are a citizen or permanent 
resident of the U.S. or Canada 
residing in either country, or 
if they are a citizen of anoth¬ 
er country who plan to tem¬ 
porarily reside lawfully in 
Canada or the U.S. for the 
term of their membership. 
Applicants must also pass 
various criminal history and 
law enforcement checks by 
both countries.

Police busy issuing tickets to 
talkative motorists

More tickets were issued in the Niagara 
Region on Monday for using cell phones 
while driving than were handed out in 
Toronto, reports the Niagara Regional 
Police (NRP). 

“On Monday, we issued 15 tickets," said 
Det Sgt CM Priest, who is in charge of 
the NRP's traffic division. "In Toronto, 
they only issued 12.” 

Priest said there are still people who 
haven't got the message yet that it is no 
longer legal to use non hands-free 
devices while driving. 

The fine is $155. 

Police are hearing a lot of excuses from 
the drivers who are being stopped, Priest 

“Some people are saying they weren’t 
aware of it and I find that hard to believe, 
considering the media attention it's 
raised,” he said. 

“A lot of people took the attitude that 
they didn’t have to worry about it until 
the end of the grace period.” The law 
came into effect October 26, but a three 
month grace period followed to give driv¬ 
ers time to adjust, and police began issu¬ 
ing tickets February 1. 

Drivers also said they found that get¬ 
ting used to Bluetooth headsets was more

seen fatal accidents take place due to cell 
phone use while driving. He cited the 
case of an accident in die U.S. caused 
when a truck driver was texting while 
driving and ran into the back of another 
vehicle. That accident resulted in fetal 
injuries to ayoung mother from Amherst, 
N.Y. 

“We're not out to punish people, we’re 
out to improve road safety,” he said.

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Water and sewer 
rates to increase 


Councillor wants Water 
Emergency Relief Fund 
to focus more on seniors

Local residents can expect a consol¬ 
idated 4.95 per cent increase on their 
monthly water and sewer bills. 

At a budget meeting last week, 
council approved the increase for the 
operating budget which will obligate 
residents to pay an additional $4.23 
per month with the average house¬ 
hold paying $89.73 for the entire year. 

Another topic of discussion at the 
meeting surrounded the Town of Fort 
Erie's Water Emergency Relief Fund 
(WERF). Going into the meeting, 
$15,000 had been set aside for the pro¬ 
gram, designed to help low income 
resident pay their water bills if they 
are unable to when it comes time for 
payment. 

Ward 4 Coun. Tim Whitfield, who is 
council's representative on the 
senior's advisory committee made a 
motion to amend the amount of 
money aUocated for the program with 
an additional $15,000. Council voted 
in favour of his amendment, as Town 
staff was able to add the requested 
amount from the water infrastructure 
fund, without impacting the increase 
any further. 

Whitfield said his role on the 
senior's committee inspired him to 
make this suggestion as many of his 
fellow members seem to struggle to 
make payments and aren't even aware 
of the fund's existence. 

"I just think we need to make a pro¬ 
gram available for seniors, a lot of 
them are on fixed incomes," he said 
after the meeting. 

He feels there is a considerable 
need in the local senior community, 
but in his opinion a lot of them are 
"too proud" to seek help and ask the 
local government for assistance. 

"What bothers me is that a lot of 
them suffer in silence and don't ask 
for help and they're the ones most 
impacted by these increases," said 
Whitfield. 

"Our seniors are the ones we should 
be looking at giving a break to," he 


Helen Chamberlain, the Town's 
director of financial services, said 
focusing primarily on seniors for the 
additional money is difficult right now 
because the program has already been 
in place since 2008 and is designed to 
specifically provide assistance to low- 
income households. She said the fund 
will remain designed for the same

demographic it was started for but 
additional marketing conducted by 
the Town will hopefully provide more 
awareness to seniors about the WERF. 

She said the Town wiU have discus¬ 
sions with neighbouring municipali¬ 
ties who already have similar pro¬ 
grams in place, designed for seniors 
and try to create something around 
the information gathered. 

"We want to determine whether 
there is a more appropriate method to 
use, to target seniors specifically," she 

The Town liaises with Community 
Outreach Program Erie for the provi¬ 
sion of the service and applicants are 
screened to assess their needs. 

If a resident is unable to make a full 
payment before services have been 
disconnected, 50 per cent of the out¬ 
standing arrears can be paid to the 
Town by those using the fund. 

If services have already been shut 
off, rate payers are expected to pay 50 
per cent of the arrears plus the $147 
required to re-activate services to the 
household. 

Over the two years the WERF has 
been available, there were 66 house¬ 
holds who took advantage of it with 38 
avoiding their water being shut off and 
28 had their services re-connected 
after they had been shut off.
